RULED OUT COURT 
IN THAW HEARING

- Shout People, 


WILD OUTBURST BY A 
THOUSAND CANADIANS 


Fugitive Arises and Bows His 
Reknawledeient — His 
Counsel Would Withdraw 
Habeas Corpus Writ and 
Tangle Continues, 


Sherbrooke, Que., Aug. 27.— 
New York state was ruled out of 
court here today In a dramatio 
preliminary skirmish with lawyers 
for Harry K. Thaw, the Mattea- 
wan fugitive fighting deportation. 
Superior Judge Clobansky hearing 
arguments of Thaw’s oounsel on a 
motion to discontinue a writ of 
habeas corpus absolutely refused 
to entertain the objection of Hoc- 
tor Verra, representing New York. 
This was greeted with a wild out- 
burst of cheers by a thousand 
Canadian spectators. Thaw, rising, 
bowed In acknowledgement. 

“Hooray, for the British flag, 
Hooray, for Harry Thaw’! shrloked 
men and women standing on chalrs 
waving handkerchiefs, parasols 
and hats. 

Withdraw Habeas Corpus. 

Sherbrooke, Aug. 27.—Harry K. 
Thaw's. Canadian. attorneys yesterday 
withdrew the Writ of habeas. corpus 
obtained last week {n-his behalf and 
the fugitive from Matteawan, they say, 
will not be arraigned. in the superior 
court this morning as had been ex- 
pected. 

The withdrawal of the writ may pro- 
long the proceedings indefinitely, say 
Thaw's lawyers. 

The New York state forces and as- 
sociated counsel, fighting for the re- 
turn of Thaw to Matteawan, announc- 
ed early today that, in theiropinion,the 
move of the defense to abandon the 
writ of habeas corpus could not be 
done without formal permission of the 
court, and that in any event Thaw 
would be forced into court even if the 
commitment on which he is held had lo 
be quashed, 

The announcement Was made by 
Franklin Kennedy, deputy attorney gen- 
eral, who returned from Ottawa and 
Montreal last night. 

If the state can make good its threat, 
Thaw may be discharged today and 
turned over to the immigration authori- 
ties for deportation before night. 

Rumors had been banded about all 
day that the writ might be withdrawn, 
but it was not until last evening that 
the notice was filed with the clerk of 
the court. ‘Che same time a telegram 
was sent to Judge Arthur Globensky 
al Montreal, who granted the writ,that 
such vas counsel's desire, He was 
due here to hear arguments on the ap- 
Plication, 

Up to New York State. 

The next moye In the Thaw case Is 
now dislinctly up to those desiring his 
deportation. Under the present com- 
mitment he might remain in the Sher- 
brooke jail indefinitely electing to have 
& hearing before a district magistrate, 
or demanding a jury trial before the 
king's bench, criminal side, which does 
hot sit until Oolober. 

Briefly, Thaw's lawyers have decided 
to lel him pace his ceil, meanwhile per- 
fecting plans to defeat attempts to pul 
him across the Canadian border. 

“It is beyond me,” sald Williain 
Travers Jerome, ‘The fine points of 
Canadian law involved are such that 
would not feel justified in even guess- 
ing at the outcome, We hope to get 
him in the end, but this tangle must 
be straightened ont first.” 

District Attorney Conger, of Dutchess 
county, New York, was. equally puz- 
zled and reticent.

The gathering clouds that have hov- 
ered over the city hall for several 
months broke at the council meeting 
last night, the council chamber being 
packed to the doors with Interested 
citizens, On sevofal’ occasions ap-= 
plauso was given-to the loaders of the 
minority as they repeatedly sent the 
harpoon Into’ the pranks of the mayor 
and his favorite crew, |

A debate lasting over two-hours was 
heard on the report of the car barns 
committee, A well organized attempt 
was made to get Commissioner Chal- 
mers dismissed, as recommended in the 
report, but Alderman May pointed out 
that this was one case Where the may- 
or had mado a wise provision In his 
charter. He could not dismiss a com- 
missioner without a two-thirds majori- 
ty and the object of the majority was 
thus dofeated, 

When this move would not work a 
motion was carried that Commissioner 
Chalmers be given the care of the 
health and rellef work In the future 
and that no action of Commissloner 
Chalmers bo effective unless by au< 
thority of the commission board. This} 
motion was carried by the mayor's fivo 
faithful supporters and opposed by 
Aldermen East, May and Driscoll, 

After saddling the responsibility for 
tho over-expenditure on the new car 
barns on Commissioner Chalmers as 
Well as over a dozen other errors, the 
coimittee brought in a report recom- 
mending that he be ‘fired.’ While 
Alderman Driscoll was a member of this 
committee acting with Aldermen Liy- 
ingstone, Calder and Walsh, he was 
opposed to the findings and was prac- 
tically Ignored in the ‘final report, 

Apart from all the flaws and mis- 


‘}takes alleged In the new barns, the re- 


port states that Mr. Chalmers wag res- 
ponsible for the over-expenditure on 
the new civic block, 

The error in making up the 1913 
paving program Which amounted to 
$800,000 has been laid on Commission- 
er Chalmers by this oommittee. 

Although the engineer took full 
blame for the error In grades on Al- 
berta avenue, yet this report puts all 
the responsibility on | Commissioner 
Chalmers. 

The attempt to lay a water main 
across the bottom of the river near the 
power plant is another so-called error 
for which Commissioner Chalmers has 
been made to answer, 

The old Inglis pump fs said to be 
still serviceable and should not have 
been discarded. The fault of this has 
been placed on Commissioner Chalmers. 

The highest bidder for the contract 
of the Fifth street bridge was asked to 
lower his tender, When he was given 
the contract.

The building of the new stores and 
works on the present site in preference 
to the Twenty-first street site is an- 
other error which the reports would

That he had no knowledge of the re- 
port until a few minutes prior to the 
council meeting, that he had not been 
consulted about it and that he had been 
blocked even from putting in a minority 
report, was the statement made by 
Alderman Driscoll, one of the members 
of the car barn committee.

POMPLETE SPLIT WARNS FIGHTING REPUBLIC 
HE WILL HOLD AUTHORITIES 
RESPONSIBLE FOR OUTRAGES 


IN APRIKANDER 
PARTY RESULTS 


Quarrel Between Botha and 
Hertzog Becomes Open 
Rupture, 


RESIGNATION OF BOTHA 
IS OPENLY DEMANDED 


General Hertzog Makes Fiery 
Speech in Which he Declares 
People Must Choose Their 
Own Kind of Imperialism. 


London, Aug. 27.—-According to the 
Time’s representative the much-herald- 
ed meeting which took place at Rusten- 
burg, in the Transvaal, resulted In a 
complete split in the Duteh-Afrikander 
party, The quarrel between General 
Botha and General Her{zog, which fre- 
quently found expression -in bitter 
speeches, developed Into an open rup- 
lure. ‘The Hertzogite party had de- 
manded that’ General Botha should re- 
sign the premiership, hey declared 
his imperialistic tendenoles were alien 
to the feelings of the Dutch people 
as a whole, 

In the course ofa lengthy speech, 
General Herlzog denied General: Botha’s 
interpretation of the word “Empire 
“IT would ask my audience”, he declar- 
ed, ‘whether 80 far as they are con- 
cerned there 1s an imperial government, 
I say no. 

“Phere are five other Dominions on 
the same fooling as ourselves, These 


other Dominions, Jiké “ourselves, and 


like the people of England are free peo- 
ple. The whole policy of imperialism 
{is the policy of closer union and noth- 
ing else, 


Usoluss Impertallsm. 


“General Botha," General Hertzog 
continued, “Molds that any kind of im- 
perialism or closer union must he ac- 
cepted. Ine of the great questions 
they might have _ to decide," he said, 
“was Whether they would have a fea- 
eral imperial parliament, in which South 
Africa might have one representative 
for every 60 representatives of Bng- 
land. Would they consent ‘to their 
South African parliaments being reduc- 
ed to the stature of a provinéial body? 
Would they allow their customs ques- 
tions to be dealt with by a parliament 
in which they had a representation of 
one in 70? Apparently General Botha 
would say yes.” 

The form of imperialism was a mat- 
ter to be decided entirely by the peo- 
ple concerned, he went’ on. . That was 
the opinion accepted by the English 
people, But General Botha scemed to 
think there was some sort of a de- 
inigod between here and heaven pre- 
scribing the form of imperialism, That 
policy must naturally lead to national 
disaster, Thore had always been peo- 
ple, who, under the guise of imperlal- 
ism, had only been attending to their 
own inlerests, 

No Trouble Witn England. 

Replying to the question as to 
whethor he did not: think there would 
be a general conflict wilh Great Bri- 
tain if they did not conoiliate. Gen- 
eral Hertzog said {t was nothing but 
silly talk, Ho ‘could assure them their 
constitution would never be taken 
away. The men at the head of the 
government in England were men who 
did not always shout for imperialism. 
So far they had always kept their pro- 
mises to the Dominions, 

General Botha, speaking on the sub- 
ject of imperialism, said; 

“Tam a South African above all, but 
{ do not say what I am going to do if 
the Imperial government does anything 
in conflict with South African inter- 
ests. I will nol until anything hap- 
pens. ‘There {g no necessity to make 
threats in advance. The position taken 
up by General Hertzog is like that of 
a man on a honeymoon telling people 
what hea would do ff his wife becomes 
untrue to him.” 

The voting at the close of the rival 
meetings showed a majority of 1,454 
to 757 in favor of General Botha,

Washington, Aug. 27.—A new 
note from Huerta In on the way 
from Mexico City to John Lind, at 
Vera Cruz. The administnation 
Is making every effort to get It to 
Washington before President WiIl- 
son reads his address to congross- 
White House officlals did not know 
whether Its receipt would delay 
delivery of tho president’s ad- 


dress. They have no Intimation 
of its contents. 


Again Exchanging oNtes. 

Mexico City, Aug. 27,—President 
Wilson's personal representative, John 
j}Lind, and Federico Gamba, the Mexican 
minister of foreign affairs, are again 
exchanging notes on the subject of the 
relations between the respective gov- 
ernments, notwilhstanding that sir. 
Lind has already left the capital and 
that President Wilson's other agent, 
William Bayard Hale, has planned to 
leave today, 

Senor Gamboa's nole, which he says, 
{s in reply to one he received from the 
American envoy was sent to Mr, Lind at 
Vera Cruz last night, The Mexican for- 
eign minister is reticent as to the char- 
acter of the exchanges but unofficially 
it is said that they will not aller the 
situation, It is belleved that they have 
had to do merely with the request on 
the part of Mexico that President Wil- 
son delay the reading of his message to 
congress in order that the Mexican 
government might prepare for simul- 
taneous publicity of a portion or all the 
documents In the case 

The government understands that 
Mr. Lind will leave Vera Cruz for the 
United States on Thursday. Mr, Hale’s 
instructions are to leave here today and 
sail on Thursday. 

That Mr, Lind left the capital, per- 
haps a day or two before Washington

Gentlemen of the Congress: “Jl jg 
clearly my duty to lay before you very 
fully and without reservation the 
facts concerning our position with 
Mexico. The deplorable situation of 


affairs in Mexico I need not deseribe, 


{but 1 deem it my duty to speak very 
l'frankly of what. this government has 
done and should seek to do in fulfil- 
ment of its obligation to Mexieo her-= 
self as a friend and neighbor and. to 


Amerivan citizens, whose lives and vit- 
al interests are daity affected by the 


distressing condilions which now ob- 
tain beyond our southern border 
“Phese conditions touch us very 


nearly, not merely because they lie 
at our very doors. That, of courses 
makes us more constantly cousejons of 
them and every instinet of neishhor- 
ly interest and sympathy is aroused. 
and quickened hy them, but that. is 
only one element in the determination 
of our duty, 
A Friendly Interest Only, 

“We are glad to call ourselves the 
friends of Mexico and we shall, I 
hope, have many an occasion in hap- 
pier times as well as in these days of 
trouble and confusion to show that our 
friendship is genuine and disinterested, 
capable of sacrifice and every gener- 
ous manifestation. The peace, pros- 
Perity and contentment of Mexieo mean 
more, much more, to us than merely 
an enlarged fleld for our commerce and 
enterprise. They mean an enlargement 
of the fleld of self-covernment and the 
realization of the hopes and rights of 
a nation, with whose best aspirations, 
so long suppressed and disappointed, 
We deeply sympathize, 

“We shall yet prove to the Mexican 
peonle that we know how to seryo 
them without first thinking how wo 
shall serve ourselves, 

“But we are not the only friends 
of Mexico. The whoie world desires 
her peace and progress, and the whole 
world is interested as never before, 
Mexico Yes al last where all the world 
looks on,

“Mr. Lind executed his delicate mis- 
sion with singular tact, firmness and 
cood judgment, and made clear to the 
aulliorities at the Gity of Mexico not 
only the purpose of the visit, but also 
the spirit in which it had been under- 
taken.

must be found for the Mexican diffi- 
culty; and they did not believe that the 
president's administration spoke 
through Mr. Lind for the people of the 
United States. The effect of this un- 
fortunate misunderstanding on their 
part is to leave them singularly isolated 
and without friends who can effectually 
aid them. So long as the misunderstand- 
ing continues we can only await the 
time of their awakening to the realiza- 


tion of the actual facts, We cannot 
thrust our good offices upon them. 


The. situation must be given a little 
more time to work itself out in the 
new circumstances and I believe that 
only a little while will be necessary, 
for the cireumstanees are new, The 
rejection of our friendship makes then 
new, and will inevitably bring its own 
alterations in the whole aspect of af- 
fairs. The actual situation of the auth- 
orities at Mexico will presently be re- 
vealed, 

“Meanwhile what is it our duty to 
do? Clearly, everything that we do 
must be rooted in patience and done 
with calm and disinterested deliber- 
atiun.

“Do Nothing Policy.” 

Berlin, Aug, 27—What he calls Am- 
erica’s ‘do nothing policy,"’ was criti- 
cized yesterday by Baron Hartman Von 
Richtofen, formerly secretary of the 
German. embassy at’ Washington, and 
recently charge d'affaires of the Ger- 
man legation at Mexico City, and now 
a member of the Reichstag, In an ar- 
tiele in the Zeitung Ammittag. He 
demands that speedy steps be taken 
to establish a permanent government in 
Mexico, which he says, is possible by 
means of a strict closing of the fron- 
tier, for revolution, he declares, would 
be impossible without the importation 
of arms by filibusterers and Provision- 
al President Huerta would find the ne- 
cessary funds in’ Burope to maintain 
his army if the United States would 
act even in this negative way. 

If America is utwilling on tnoral and 
other grounds to give this support to 
Provisional President Huerta, con- 
tinues Baron Von Richtofen, the gov- 
ernment should announce it openty but 
should offer ta his successor guaran- 
tees of the absolute closing of the 
frontier to both men and arms. 

Genral Huerta, the writer concludes, 
is probably patriot enough to resign 
under these conditions. 

The German foreign office, under the 
belief that John Lind had left Mexico 
City on his return to the United States 
today, made the following comment on 
the Mexican situation:

Lightning Played Through 
Heavens Continuously 
Throughout Night 


NEWSPAPER OFFICE IS 
CENTRE OF ONE FLASH 


Rain Fell In Torrents Through- 
out the District—Damage 
Was Not as Heavy as Ex- 
pected, ~ 


Prince Albert, Aug, 27.—About 2 
o'clock this morning -this city was visit- 
ed by one of the most violent electric 
storms that has been seen here for 
many years. So vivid was the lightning 
and so rapid in their succession were 
flashes that for a while it seemed as if 
the whole city was under a kaleido- 
scopic illumination, The forked and 
sheet ightning appeared to emanate 
from every point in the heavens in most 
dazzling brilliance. 

Like Bursting Shells. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock one blinding 
flash seemed to envelope the Times 
Hewspaper affice accompanied by a 
deafening report. like bursting shells 
and simultaneously all Hghts in the 
bullding went out. Printers’ and lno- 
type operators working at thelr eleo- 
trically-driven machines received slight 
shocks from which they were benumb- 
ed, Rain fell in torrents for about 
three-quarters of an hour, and then 
partly closed up, 

So far as could be ascertained from 
inquiries at various sources this morn- 
ing no futher damage had been done by 
the lightning 

Though it 4s very probable that later 
reports may be different. Telegraphic 
inquiries at points south of the city 
towards Saskatoon and east in the dir- 
ectfon of La Celle Falls showed that 
the storm was equally as severe outside 
the city. Though the rain was heavy for 
a time the downpour was of short 
duration, and the crops are not likely 
to have suffered very much. 

Sun Is Shining. 

Today the sun is shining brightly 
and the weather again is favorable for 
Prince Alberta fair now in progress. 

At Big River, Sask., the saw-miH of 
the Big River Lumber company, two 
C.N.R. box cars and eight flat cars 
were burned there last night after the 
planing mill had been struck by lightn- 
ing in the most terrifle electrical storm 
seen here in years. Thus summer the 
Big River Lumber: company had the 
same mill destroyed by, fire. Last 
night’s loss will throw 200 men out of 
avork. ; z 

Details of the big river fire are at 
noon today stil lvery meagre, and still 
more difficult to get hold of First 
news of the affair reached here 
through a message received by a local 
railway official from the operator there 
advising of loss of 10 cars, entailing a 
probable loss to railway rolling stock 
of about $18,000. What the extent of 
damage to the Lbr company actually is, 
is not known. Local officials of the 
company are as much in the dark, they 
claim, as every one else, having re- 
ceived no report from Big River. 
Should the entire plant, or rather, what 
remained after a serious $3,000 fire 
Jast May, have been destroyed, It Is 
expected the loss will run _— about 
$100,000.

Suggestion of the Mayor- is 
Adopted at Council Meet- 
ing by His Band of Most 
Faithful Followers, 


The sweeping recommendations of 
the special finance committee in rail- 
roading through the dismissal of G. 1. 
Richardson, city auditor, on the sug- 
gestion’of the mayor, and the appoint- 
ynent of A, N. Mowat to fill his place 
{n splte of protests: fyom the minority 
thet thls action was entirely out or 
order, Was one of the sensational acts 
jn the comoined drama and farce en- 
ected in the council chamber at ihe 
meeting Jast night, 

After setling out a long list of rea- 
fons Why (this action is taken the re- 
port of this commitlee concluded in the 
following mnanner: 

“That the auditor he dismissed. 

“That Mr. A. H, Mowat, formerly 
chief inspecting officer of hTe Hud- 
son's Bay company, be appolnted {n his 
stead, 

“That one of the first duties of the 
new additor should be to make a sur- 
sey of the accounting system, methods, 
eve., in the varions departments with 
a view lo recommending to the com- 
mittee the necessity and lesirabillty of 
obtaining an independent audit of the 
hooks of the city, and the extent to 
which sush an auwilit should be carried" 

“his is a double-barrelled report,” 
paid Alderman May, ‘It recommends 
fhe fring of one elty oficial and the 
hiring of another.’ He insisted that 
the report was oul of order in pulling 
through both ehanges in the one 
mation, His. objections were not 
sustained, 

Alderman Dn'scol, in expressing his 
views, stated that “his worship had 
been elected by rye people as the 
mayor, but he had constituted himself 
nezar. “1 know for ia fact,” he went 
on to say, “that city employees have 
wpsolulely» no independence unless 
they bow down to your wishes." — Te 
elaracterized the actions of the mayor 
as becoming only some Nitle village 
where the mayor is the carelaker, the 
pound-keeper and the _ bellringer. 
“this is gelling Lo De a little village," 
he stated, ‘and it-is being rin by a 
Ultle villager." 

When the report was brought ¢ the 
minority pressed for at least a week, 
to xive the auditor a chance to answer 
(he insinuations made by an outside 
rudifor who had only time for a very 
sunerflcial examination of the books, 
und that before the auditor had op- 
portunity te point out the very errors 
he lad done, 

Alderman East moved and Alderman 
May seconded the motion that the re- 
port be laid on the table for a week, 
Alderman May then moved and Alder- 
man Bast seconded that. the question 
he now put. 

The Mayor refused to recognize the 
taller motion, ‘and insisted, after fur- 
ther discussion, in putting the former 
one. Alderman May refused to pro- 
ceed until the mayor, would give his 
ruling, as he claimed to be proceed- 
Ing along parliamentary lines. 

“We are a parliament in ourselves,” 
replied {he mayor, again attempting 
to force through to defeat the motion 
to Jay over this Important question, 

Alderman East then asked the mayor 
If he dared to put the question with- 
oul deciding the point of order, 

Notwithstanding — these protests 
hgainst — proper parliamentary — pro- 
redure, the motion was put and car- 
ried, with Aldermen Smith, Walsh, 
Tinton, Livingstone and Calder, voting 
against it, and Aldermen East, May and 
Driscoll in favor of laying the report 
over for anolher week. 

The amendment for the adonlion of 
the report was moved. by Alderman 
Smith and seconded ‘by Alderman 
Walsh. It was put and earrled with 
{he same’ majority as voted down the 
motion, 

In speaking to his molsou, Alder- 
man Kast called attention te the fact 
that this report was not on the 
agenda, He had called during the 
afternoon to get some ider of what 
business was to come before the 
counell, and found. the mayer's sup- 
porting aldermen framing up for the 
nicht session. He made speceil men-! 
tion of the fact that Alderman Walsh 
was one of the leaders in rushing 
through these renorts when at the 
eamo dime. this alderman insisted not. 
very long ago that all reports snould 
be in ‘the hands of the council at Jeast 
on the Saturday previous to dhe date 
of meeting. 

At this point the eillzens assembled 


numbering over 410°, applauded © this 
thrust at Alderman ‘Walsh and his -in- 
consistency. The mayor called. for 
order and insisted thal the rules. of 
order would not allow such conduct 
In the councél chamber, and if per- 
sisted in he would be obliged to clear 
the roam, 

Alderman East continued:  “ The 
special chartered accountant evidently 
has only looked at the books, and the 
facts have been concealed from him. 
This is the report that this committee

your worship is a party to ft, 7 am 
not in a position to go through all this 
report, but should be given a chance

Alderman Driscoll — stated that 
serlous charges had been lafd against 
one of the oldest and best edty of- 
fiefals. His figures, he claimed, had 
been upset by calling in a stranger 
and taking his word for {t. “It is not 
fair to hang a man and try him after,” 
sald Alderman Driscoll, ‘‘and I. ‘feel 
that it {s very ill advised to ‘force this 
motion." ; 

Alderman May could see no very 
good reason why his motion to lay on 
the table should not have been ac- 
cepted, so that this man might have a 
chance. He was quite willing to vote 
with the majomty if they could prove 
to him that these assertions were cor- 
rect, but they had yet falled to “prove 
them. He concluded by stating that 
It was nothing clse but ‘steamroler 
methods,” 

“Phere have been discoverles made, 
but when this council gets down to 
the botlom they will get figures that 
WI stagger ithis celty,”’ sald Alderman 
Livingstone in_ giving his views as to 
why the auditor should be fired, He 
supported the action taken by the 
mayor in asking for the dismissal of 
Mr. Richardson, and stated ‘that df he 
had receiving the insulling reply given 
tothe mayor when he asked ‘for a oer- 
tain. audit, he would have taken the 
same course. Ine lengthy argument 
he reiterated many of the statements 
contained in the report of the commit- 
tee and conourred dn the recommenda- 
lions it ‘contained, 

Alderman Smith enlightened — the 
members of the couneil by telling them 
that ft was the duty of an auditor to 
keep the olly straight. He criticized 
the auditor for not having printed 
coples issued of his annual audit. 
There was only one thing to do, in 
his opinion, and that was to get some- 
body at the head of the-auditing de- 
partment that could straighten out 
the affairs of the clly. 

Alderman Douglas spoke in favor of 
the dismissal of the present auditor, 
He told the council that he had gone 
into the matter, and from the evidence 
given he could see no reason why any 
objection could be taken to It. "y 
believe that Mr. Richardson has been 
doing his best, but te has fallen 
down," was the way Alderman Douglas 
expressed his views, He also stated 
that personalities should he eliminated 
and the dnterests of the ratepayers 
only considered. He characterized the 
work of an auditor not merely as a 
man who checks figures, but an 
oficial who can point out where the 
system {s at fault, 

The report submitted by this com- 
mittee continues: :

“Phat in the past there appears lo 
have been no disposition on the part 
of the treasury or accounting depart- 
ment to order the city accounts other 
than in accord swith the requirements 
of the auditor. 

“phat there has been no_ effective 
audit of the stores and works deparl- 
ment so far this year. 

“Nhat there was lack of care in the 
audit of the telephone department and 
~ proper audit would have secured 
prompt discovery and made — possible 
action against a cashier now abscond- 
eainhint grave irregulations in the 
stores and works department were ap- 
parently not noticed and were — not 
pointed out, but were discovered other- 
awvise than by the auditor.

ever been perpetrated in the history of any municipality in Western Canada. throws 
all regard for the proprieties to the winds, the ringsters in the council flagrantly violate ie 
letter and the spirit of the charter which they have heretofore advertised as the cornerstone 


of civic security, depending upon their sheer weight of numbers to substitute steam roller rule 
pretense of publicity, 


for constitufional government. There is no longer any Hea} 
openness or deliberation in handling of civic affairs. Dark-lantern methods, oe 
in the. corner committee meetings and secret caucuses from which the minority 


of the council is absolutely excluded have taken the place of the properly-constituted 
meetings of the council provided for under any form of government known to any other city 
in the dominion. From these secret meetings resolutions are brought into the council and 
jammed through without consideration, without regard for the provisions of the charter, 
without even the pretense of regard for the rules of order. In these secret meetings no min- 
utes are kept, and no records made. The press and public are absolutely excluded. There are 
no stenngraphers present. The public is given no opportunity to know what are the consid- 
erations which impel members of the ring to the course which they so ruthlessly pursue. In 
the case of the car barns committee the other members of the committee even went so far 2 
to exclude Alderman Driscoll, the only alderman not in the ring who has been included upon 
any committee of importance this year, from the secret caucus at which was framed the report 
subsequently brought into “fire’ Commissioner Chalniers. 

In the minds of citizens who have followed the development of events closely there 
can be no shadow of doubt as to the motive of all these devious moves. — Departmental 
heads who give their O. K. to such schemes as the Pelican Gas, _the Rabbit Hill and the 
Forty-second street car line are accepted at once, and without question. Departmental heads 
or civic employees in any capacity who are suspected of harboring any opposition to these 
schemes are slated for elimination. The method by which they may be reached is a matter 
of absolute indifference. Almost any pretense will do and the mayor and members of his 
counci! maiority do not scruple to jam through resolutions intended to rob of their repu- 
tation men whose capacity and reputation does not admit of a question and whose loyalty to 
the city’s welfare is established beyond the shadow of a doubt. In the melee the interests of 
the citizens are being forgotten and ignored by the ring. The finances of the city have been 
steered irito an impossible jam from which the city will be lucky if it emerges without an 
inimensely costly law suit. With streets torn up in every direction, construction work has 
been brought almost to a standstill and citizens are being compelled to wade through the mud 
everywhere. Whether deliberately or not, the street railway is being so handicapped by 
matadministration that to make it pay would be impossible. Every new surplus shown at 
the power house marks the occasion for a new attack on the man in charge. In the tele- 
phone department a trifling shortege on the part of a defaulting ‘clerk is magnified into 
some sort of derogation of the department, calculated to wreck the confidence of the citizens 
in the enterprise. The administration of the police force is a positive joke, and when a cou- 
ple of members, dismissed for having followed the orders of the commissioners by giving 
their estimate of the police organization to Inspector Buck, apply to the commissioners and 
the council for an investigation of their case—an investigation which could not fail to make 
the ringsters look ridiculous—the cheap subterfuge is invoked that. the communications 


were lost and did not reach the council. 

From this moment forward it behoves every public-spirited citizen of Edmonton to 
observe carefully day by day the developments at the city buildings. This thing cannot go 
on and the city escape enormous injury. The public should know where the blame lies, 
so that when the time comes there may. be no-mistake as to who must shoulder the respon- 
sibility.

HISTORY, 


Thomas Chandler Haliburton, — the 
great Nova Scotian jurist and Iterary 
gatirist, died at Islesworlth, near, Lon- 
don, England, 48 years ago today He 
was born in Windsor, N’ S., Jn 1796, 
and ‘received his education at King's 
collogo, in his native town, the oldest 
of Canadian institutions of learning. At 
24 he was called to the bar, and was 
elected to the house of assembly, In 
{828 ho was elovated to the bench as 
ehief justice of the common pleas, Be- 
fore this he had written his first hook, 
“An Historical and Statistical Account 
of Nova Scotia,” in two volumes, Ib 
was in 1835 that he laid the foundation 
for his fame as a satirist. by’ contribut- 
ing to a local paper a series of letters 
depicting the peculiarities and char- 
acteristics of the, genuine Yankee. 
These sketches, abounding in humor 
and written wilh great. satirical skill, 
were widely copied, and the fame of 
“Sam Slick’ spread over America and 
Burape. In 18387 a collection of the 
letters was published under the title 
of “The Clockmaker, or Sayings and 
Doings of Samuel Slick of Slickville.” 
A second series appeared in 4835, and a 
third in 4840. In {841 the author 
visited England, and wrote ‘The At- 
tache, or Sam Slick in England.” In 
addition to the Sam = Slick sketches, 
Haliburton wrote “The Old Judge, or 
Life ina Colony; “The Letter Bag of 
the Great Western; “Rule and Mis- 
rule of the English in America,” and 
“Traits of American Humor.” In 1842 
he remoyed permanently to England, 
where he was elected to Parliament 
as a conservative. His Jast speech was 
on the subject of Canadian defenses,

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Centenary of Napoleon's 
Last Important Victory 


A century ago today, at Dresden, 
Napoleon's star blazed on‘ tn full bril- 
Nance for the last time. In his suo- 
cessful counter attack on ithe allies who 
had besieged the Saxon capital, the 
“Man of Destiny’ gained his last im- 
portant victory. 

Two days before the Austrians had 
began a bombardment of Dresden, and 
St. Cyr's outposts were driven into the 
oity, On the 26th the populace, made 
with fear and on the verge of despair, 
were overjoyed by. the arrival of Napo- 
leon. He brought a strong army to 
the defense of the city, and was re- 
ceived by the King of Saxony and King 
Murat, who had at last come from 
Naples to cast In his lot with the Em- 
peror, The alkes attached in force that 
day, hut were met with a murderous 
fire. ; 

On the following day,-August 27, 
1813, Napoleon launched his master- 
stroké. As the sun cast its first beams 
over Dresden, the Grand Army poured 
its columns out of the city, and at- 
tacked intturn, The Austrian left wing 
crumpled before the assault of Murat 
and Victor Napoleon, with the great- 
er part of the artiHery, attacked the 
cemer, and the allies were defeated 
with greal slaughter and in disorder 
fell back into Bohemia. Vandamme 
drove back the Prince of Wurtemburs, 
but he pursued too far; and three 
days later he was defeated at Kulin, 
his division was cut to pieces, and he 
and his staff made prisoners. 

One of the tragedies of the battle 
of Dresden was the fatal wounding of 
Jean Victor Moreiu, one of the great- 
est generals of tne French republie, 
who had turned against Napolean and 
joined the slaft of the Czar Alexander. 
The Russian Emperor's suite al Rack- 
nitz came under a terrible fire during 
the progress of the battle. General 
Moreau, Was struck by a cennon Dall. 
Hisgless were immediately amputated, 
but the operation did not save him, and 
he died a few days later. - 

“That rascal Bonaparte is always 
lucky,”” remarked Moreau, as the mor- 
tally wounded hero was dragzed from 
under his horse. But luck nad abau- 
doned the emperor, On that night a 
century ago today, the army of. the 
Corsican camped for the last time on 
a victorious battlefield. 

Tt was Moreau, dead‘and buried, who 
defeated Napoleon in the subsequent 
conflicts.

Dr. Akod, 49 Today, Is

The Roy, Dr, Charles Frederiok Aked, 
the famous clergyman who aiemly

For two years he 
occupied a pulpit in Syston, Leices- 
fershire and in £880 he became pastor 
of Pembroke chapel in Liverpool, Twen- 
ty years ago he began the annual lec- 
ture preaching trips to America that re- 
sulled in a call to the Fifth Avenue 
baptist church in New York, which he 
accepted in 1907, This congregation 
19144 he announced his intention of 
from the fact thal the head of the oil 
trust worshipped there when in New 
York, The association of his name willi 
that of John D. Rockefeller was not 
entirely pleasing to Dr, Aked. He found 
New York cold and unresponsive, and in 
1914, he announced his intention of 
going to San Francisco “in search of 
warmer-hearted men.”

PENNY POSTAGE. 

The first to advocate and = se- 
eure ithe adoption of a uniform rate 
of postage was Sir Rowland Hill, “the 
father of the penny post,”’ who died 84 
years ago today. He Ilved to see his 
plan, which at firat was ridiculed and 
maligned, adopted by nearly all great 
nations. It was in 1885 ‘that Hill 
turned ‘his attention toward postal re~- 
form, At that time the ‘charge for the 
transportation of letters varied with the 
distance. HI collected statistics to 
prove that the principal expense of let- 
ter carriage was in recelying and dis- 
tributing, and that the cost of convey- 
lance differed so lillie with the distance 
that a uniform rale-was- fairest to all 
concerned. The deficienvy. In the pos- 
tal rate, he asserted, would be made 
up in the great increase In correspon- 
dence, and by the saving which would 
be obtained from prepayment. All 
British officlaldom was against the 
chanwe, but Hill's pamphlet presented 
the reform so favorably that. public de- 
mand forced its adoplion. For a shor:

post office revenue went on increasing, 
and Hill svas fully Justified.

Monocle Man in Canadian Courier Offers a Few Suggestions to the 
Gigantic Intellects that are Wrestling With Problem.

All this is Important, because the 
fundamental error which moralists 
make, in dealing with these quesiions 
of dress and * art,'" is based upon ineir 
belief that revelation is always im- 
moral, It.is nothing of the sort.

MONARCH OF PUGILISM.} 

This year may be said: to mark the 
bi-centenary of modern boxing, for it 
avas Just 200 years ago today that 
James Figg, a glant Oxfordshire man, 
and the first 
England, engaged in the first of 
several battles, It was not until six 
years later that Figg, having met an 
defeated all challengers, ‘was crowned 


by the titled lordlings of English sport} corp): 


as the king of English- pugilists. 
fore Figg'’s appearance in the ring 
there were men famed as being mighty| 
with their fists, for the Englishman ey 
ever preferred nature’s weapons, but 
the science of boxing had its pesin-| 
ning with Figg, Like most of the oth- 
er fichters of that era, he had been a 
laborer, but brain and brawn lifted 
him to affluence and a wide populari- 
ty, He was the first to open a boxing 
school and sive lessons in ‘defenoe 
solentifically,’ and many men of] 
wealth, title and learning were among 
| his pupils. In his amphitheatre ha 
fought before large audiences, and 
To*his death he 
remained the champion. In 1730 a 
number of fighters contested for the 
title, and Pipes and Greating gained tha 
ascendancy. George Taylor gained the 
topmost rung of pugilism in 1734, and 
six years later was succeeded by Jack 
Broughton, in many respects the sreal- 
est of those old-time exponents of the 
“manly art.” Figg had attained to a 
certain proficiency in boxing, but with 
his passing the sport slumped Into the 
old murderous give-and-take style of 
rough and tumble, Broughton not 
omy formulated the first set of rues 
to govern the game, but he wis 
the first to introduce ‘‘mufflers.’’ or 
gloves. The hand-coverings, however, 
he used only when Boxing with pupils 
in the amphitheatre he built near Ox- 
ford road, London, in 4742. Brouzh- 


ton retained the title for 10 years, and; 


dost it ito Jack Slack, a Norwich butech- 
er. Broughton's rules, which remain- 
ed in force for nearly a century, pro- 
vidod that ‘fa square of a yard be 
chalked in the middle of the stage, and 
‘that in every fresh set-to after a fall 
the seconds are to bring thelr men to 
the side of the square and place them 
opposite to each other, and until this fis 
done it is not lawful for one to strike 
the other.’ It avas also held that “if 
elther of the combatants ba unable to 
be brought up to the square within 30 
seconds after a fall he shall be deemed 
a beaten man.”’ Other rules prohibited 
hitting an adversary when down, and 
@ man on his knees was to be reckon- 
ed down. This code, crude as it was, 
avas the besinning of fair play ip box- 
ing.

HAWKER HAS JUST 
SPORTING CHANEE 


Aviator Has No Margin to 
Work on in Flight Around 
England, 


-London, Aug, 2%—Harry Hawker, 
who reached the coast of Northumber- 
land) on» Monday by hydro-aeroplane 
from’ Southamplion, resumed hig jour- 
mey around the coast of England and 
Scotland at 6.50 yesterday morning, 
and at 7.55 pom. reached Oban, on ithe 
west coast of Scotland, making inter- 
mediate stops at Aberdeen and Cro- 
marty, 

By Ins flight yesterday Hawker ao- 
complished In two days 836 miles of 
the 1,540 which he has to do to com- 
plete the coast cireuit of Great Brit- 
ain, This leaves a balance of 704 
miles to be flown before 9.30 o'clock 
tomorrow morning if the Journey is to 
bo fnished within the ime Hmit spect- 
fled. He must, therefore, fly a mint- 
mum. of 502 miles today from Oban 
Wia the Dublin control to Falmouth, 
if he is to stand any chance of suc- 
“eess. That is seven iniles more than 
his record flight on Momday and 454 
miles more {han he accomplished yes- 
terday. There is dhus soarcely any 
margin left for further motor trou- 
bles, should they develop, and if they 
cause any appreciable delays, he sill 
lose the prize for, which he is flying. 
He must wait a minimum of half an 
hour at Dublin. Probably he wilt svant 
more time as today’s stages are the 
longest of all, and he will diave, to dake 
fuel and tubricant supplies forthe 280 
miles separating Dublin and Fal- 
mouth. Me sttuation this morning, 
therefore ,is that he has just a sport- 
ine chance of getting home avithin the 
72 hours time limit imposed as one of 
the conditions of winning ‘the $25,-
